The lights on the bridge that spans Kearny Street from 
Portsmouth Square to the Chinese Cultural Foundation S 
center are on at nights. A glittering Sight. The bridge, how- 
ever, leads to closed doors. The center is unfinished al- 
though the 27-door building, leased to the Holiday Inn， 
has been opened for more than a year. 

Justice Enterprise which owns the building has given the 
Chinese community the third floor as a cultural center. The 
interior of this floor is unfinished and completion is held 
up until the responsibility of finishing cost has been deter- 
mined. 

Negotiations between the Chinese Cultural Foundation 
and Justice Enterprise are being held and hope is that a com- 
prIomise could be reached. 

Justice Enterprise in a press statement reported that the 
construction of the Chinese Culture Center plus the bridge 
has cost $1,230,000. It also Spent an additional $320,000 to 
remodel the play area in Portsmouth Square to accommo- 
date the bridge's foundation. 

Taxes for the propertyenrich the city's treasury by 3$750,- 
000 annually. The number of guests who stay at the Holiday 
Inn averages 900 a day. A fair portion of this crowd find 
their way to Chinatown， 

We hope the impasse will come to an end and work will 
begsin to complete the Chinese Cultural Foundation Center.

ASIAN AMERICANS 

The beginning of WW IIL, for the 
United States of America,， was 
December 7，1941，Jjust thbirty 
years ago. A new generation has 
grown Up since and apparentiy not 
remembered that “day of infamy.” 

Those of us who have worked 
with this new generation have seen 
the _ nucleus of an Asian/Asian- 
American coalition gathering to- 
gether,especially on the campuses， 
in order to learn of each other?s 
heritage and to share a common 
ground of being. As apart of that 
shared ground they have worked 
together to help bring needed 
SerVices in legal aid，medical，nu- 
tritional，housing services，etc.，to 
the needy within the Asian Ameri- 
can community. This joint effort 
which crosses previously defined 
lines of “enemies”has borne fruit 
on the “front lines” in selected 
fields of confrontation chosen by 
thse new students and their allies. 

The solidarity of the new Asian/ 
Asian-American students and the 
working class is a reality but it is 
possible that，at a higher level of 
“planning,” steps may be taking 
Place which will do damage to the 
concept of solidarity. 

The proximity to power allows 
individuals and/or groups to influ- 
ence that power. There is within 
the Asian American community 
one and only one organization 
that has a full-time lobbyist at the 
seat of power，Washington，D.C.， 
and that is the Japanese American 


Citizens”League (JACL) located 
at 2120 工 St., N.W.，Washington， 
D;G: 


The JACL has drafted a bill “to 
establish the cabinet committee 
for Asian American Affairs，and 
for other purposes”(see the 92nd 
Congress lst session,， HR 8122). 

On the face of it，the bill ap- 
Peras to be meritorious. However， 
all Asians and Asian Americans， 
idividually，in groups，and espe- 
cialljy in coalitions，shouldq write 
the JACL for copies of the draft 
bill in order to read，discuss，de- 
bate, and fight over the words and 
wordings. Then the results of this

Process_ could bring about a bill 
Imore representative of the total 
Asian American community. 

Also,theresults should be simul- 
taneously forwarded to each and 
eyery congressman and congress- 
woman who might want to repre- 
sent the welfare of the Asian 
American community. These rep- 
resentatives should then meet to- 
gether to draft a bill which they 
could jointly sponsor, a bill which 
the Asian American community 
could unite behind， since it had a 
role in its formulation . 

If the JACL does not come ex- 
tensively into all segments of the 
Asian American community, then 
the Asian American commiunity 
must go to the JACL. Power to 
the People，bnut that power must 
be exercised by the bpecoble，oFr it 
will most assuredly be misused by 
some who Say they represent the 
People. 


EXCLUDED 
The Equal Employment OPPor- 
tunity _ Commission (EEOC) on 


December 1 charged the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany (AT&T)， the nation 's largest 
Private employer，with extensive 
job discrimination in its treatment 
of women，blacks，and Spanish 
Americans. 

The AT&TI offered some statis- 
tics to refute the 卫 了 OC accusa- 
tions. Of employees hired during 
1971, they said，one out of every 
four is either black，American In- 
dian，Oriental，or Spanish - 
surnamed， 

It is a fact that AT&T，for its 
own purposes，had the sense to 
include in its statement “Orien- 
tals,”whereas the EEOC may be 
operating on an“out of sight，out 
of mind”basis in their omission 
of concern for equal employment 
oppPortunities for Asian -Ameri- 
cans. 

On November 10 at the 了 EEOC 
hearings on employment Practices 
in the _ utility industry (held in 
Washington，D.C.，November 15- 
17), statements were presented by 
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Southern_ California Edison Co.， 
and the company was Subsequent- 
ly questioned by the 了 上 EOC. 

The line -of questioning should 
raise the ire of those concerned 
for Asian American civil rights. 
EEOC chairman Brown，a _ black， 
questioned the company regarding 
blacks，and Commissioner 工 elles， 
a Chicano, raised similar questions 
relative to Chicanos. Since there 
was no Asian American on the 
commaission，there were no quesS- 
tions Or points raised relative to 
the civil rights of Asian Americans. 

Prior to the hearings, on Novem- 
beri AAAOaneE 有 OOGRPIESSUYetease 
enumerated some statistics on 
women，blacks，Spanish-surnamed 
Americans and how these 处 oups 
were excluded from equal emplovy- 
ment Opportunities. 

Those of us who work for equal 
employment opportunities need 
to help EEOC to be more sensitive 
to _ the need for including Asian 
Americans in the mental，verbal， 
written and programimatic con- 
cerns of the commission， and 
hopefully from there to similar 
opportunities in the federal gov- 
ernment，

coverage on Chinatown，China- 
town is a crowded，poverty- 
stricken ghetto isolated by cul- 
tural barriers。 The language and 
culture of the Chinese people cre- 
ate 3a distance between the Chi- 
nese comanunity and white Ameri- 
can Society， yet at the same time， 
it is Precisely this strangeness in 
the language and culture that fas- 
cinates the white people. The Chi- 
nese_ immaigrants find security in 
living among people of their own 
culture，and many still prefer to 
remain im the ghetto rather than 
move into a white neighborhood. 

Traditionally, the Chinese People 
have always been avery Proud and 
ethnocentric race of people. They 
are SUspicious and condescending 
toward foreigners, or white people. 
TIhey want nothing to do with 
outside elements，andqd a reporter， 
especially a white rePorter，defi- 
nitely appears as an outside ele- 
ment to them. Chow explained 
the Chinese _ attitude toward for- 
eigners: “TI just think the Chinese 
are 3a Private people. Their reti- 
cence to talk can be traced all the 
way back to their xenophobia. 
They simply do not deal with for- 
eligners on the foreigners” level. 
They are above it.” 

工 . Ling-chi Wang，co-chairman 
of the Chinese Media Committee， 
said, “The major difficulty of a 
reporter coming into Chinatown， 
and I don't care whether he is a 
Chinese or non-Chinese, 让 he has 
never had any involvement in the 
Chinese community, automatically 
I prove him incompetent and in- 
capable of covering anything of 
honesty and of significance rela- 
tive to the Chinese_ community.2 
Wang also charged that .eporters

white reporters are distant，and 
the consequences of what is said 
wjl not come back to the Chinese 
community. 

Not only do the language and 
culture within the cormmunity 
Prove to be barriers to the re- 
Porter, but there are Several other 
reasons for the difficulty in ob- 
taining information about the 
problems in Chinatown. With re- 
spect to the workers，the fear of 
reporters 1s Imuch deeper than an 
apathetic attitude. To understand 
this fear，one Imust be aware of 
the social and economic Position 
of the immigrants in Chinatown. 
The recent arrivals from Hong 
Kong are usually handicapped in 
the English language, and thus，are 
limited in job opportunities， 

The older immigrants from 
China are usually lacking voca- 
tional skills also，and they must 
either train or find unskilled labor. 
So the young and old are confined 
to Chinatown by their social sta- 
tus。 IThey rely on what income 
they make as a restaurant worker 
OF Seatmstress，however Substan- 
dard the wages and conditions 
Imay be.

Explaining why the Chinese 
Workers _ are reluctant to make 


complaints or talk about China- 
town's problems，Wang salid, “This 
[their job] is their bread and but- 
ter，and they don't want it taken 
away from them. And it's very 
easy. T mean，i 直 you don't speak 
the English language, 让 you dont 
have any Iarketable skills to offer 
the employer outslide of China- 
town，and 让 your only hope of 
finding a job is in Chinatown, you 
just don't want to rock the boat. 
Because what will happen to you 
ls that you will never be able to 
find ajob anywhere in Chinatown， 
because words travel so fast that a 
Person could be ostracized eco- 
nomically and socially in no time 
at all. 1 have seen this happen re- 
peatedly.” 
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In the case of community lead- 
ers，Chow said they are fearful of 
giving information to the media 
because， first， they think the 
media will distort the information 
and，second, in giving out any in- 
formation，they will put them- 
selves out on a limb. 

Perhaps the reason why the Chi- 
nese think the media will distort 
the information is because they 
have seen Such distortion in the 
past in regards to news about 
Chinatown. Wang cited two Prime 
examples of such sensational dis- 
tortion of the news. One was 3 
front-page article in a rccent edi- 
tion of thc 卫 xaminer newspaper 
whose headlinc read，”“ Spy， Dope 
Links to Chinese Alien Flood” 
(Examiner，Nov: 5; 了 /WwW Editorial 
Nov. 17; 了 /WwW Letters to the 了 上 di- 
tor Nov. 24). The other was also 3 
front-page article，in a Las Vegas 
newspaper，whose headljine, in red 
ink，ran “Tong War Rocks Bay 
Area. 

Wang said,“This is nothing but 
a blatant, racist insult to the Chi- 
nese community. .Can yoOU 
blame the Chinese community for 
sometimes being skeptical about 
people from the media? Because 
this is what you get from them all 
the tinrie，and is what ls building 
all the anti-Chinese sentiment in 
the public.”Wang claimed that 
this type of news coverage is ex- 
tremely irresponsible.“Ihose peo- 
ple down in Las Vegas, they don't 
know beans about what s going on 
Daieres 

Wang clairned that the editorial 
boards of some newspapers are 
very racist,， and allow this kind of 
biased reporting to come before 
the minds of the public. Chinese 
in the media are responsible for 
informing the public on how they 
are being misled by articles such 
as these，he said. A_ responsible 
journalist should probe for the 
reasons behind the socioeconomic 
causes of such problems as the 
youth gangs in Chinatown. Yet 
only a reporter who Possesses 8a 
sympathetic understanding toward 
Chinatown could do aresponsible 
and thorough job of reporting, and 
sympathetic understanding comes 
from involvement within the com- 
munity，he said. TIhis is why re- 
Porters without involvement im 
the Chinese cormmunity can not 
do an accurate job of reporting 
events in Chinatown，especially 
controversial and sensational news. 
They are interested in doing a 
superficial coverage of the existing 
problem，but not concerned with 
the problem itse 正 . 

Wang said，“Why should the 
white people come in here and try 
to expose the horrible working 
conditions when they have no 
alternative to offer the ladies 
[those working in Chinatown's 
garment Shops]?...Alotoftimes 
we hear in the media--in news- 
Paper radio, and television alike 一 - 
they all like to report about the 
substandard wages that the ladies 
are getting and that restaurant 
workers are getting. But it never 
occurs to them to ask the question 
why;i why are they being ex- 
ploited，why are they being paid 
below minimnum wages.” Thus， 
half-reported facts and 3a Sensa- 
tional write-up by irresponsible re- 
Porters cause the news about 
Chinatown to become distorted in 
print，and the Chinese people fear 
and distrust the media because of 


such distortions. 

The second reasonm Chow gave 
for the reluctance of community 
leaders to give information to re- 
porters is their fear of cutting 
themselves o 作 from their sources 
of information. Primarily, he men- 
tioned those people who work 
with the youths in Chinatown. “ 
they say Something about the 
kids” Chow said，they are afraid 
“the kidqs will just turn back on 
them and say “You guys finked to 
the Pigs，Or 让 they say some- 
thing ' about the kids，then they 
will expose to the public how 
they're not using public funds in 
the way the Public thought they 
would be used. 
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“Who knows，they may be giv- 
ing money to _ those guys to con- 
tinue what we consider crime, be- 
cause that's their way of getting 
in with the kids and maintaining 3 
working relationship, so that may- 
be in the long run they can turn 
their heads around. But the cost 
is maybe to use public funds in a 
way that is not normally thought 
of. Youre supposed to set-up pro- 
grams. Well， the programs Imay in- 
volve you bailing these guys out 
every time they get in trouble，or 
hiring them lawyers， or Iaybe. 
even giving them a clubhouse So 
they can plot more criminal 
schemes.”Because the youth lead- 
ers fear they may lose the trust of 
the Chinatown youths，or are 
afraid they cannot justify their 
expenditure of public funds，they 
remain silent toward reporters. 

Chow also cited another circum- 
stance Which prevents an Unre- 
stricted exchange of information 
between the Chinese community 
and reporters. That is the unco- 
operative attitude which he feels 
some community leaders hold 
with respect to reporters。 Chow 
charged that 工 . Ling-chi Wang is 
one such individual. “Ling-chi 
Wang's attitude : .You are the 
journalist. You have 3a responsi- 
bility to tell the truth. Im going 
to see 让 you get it. If he wants to 
take that kind of attitude，fine. 
But then he has to bear part of 
the responsibility for the suppres- 
sion of information. Cause he 
knows how to get it out,， and he 
has access to it. And 让 he's just 
going to stand by and say,， “Al 
right，you're the journalist. You 
go and get it，and then complain 
that 让 jsn't found，he bears Part 
of the responsibility. . 汪 tyPi- 
fies to me the major obstacle in 
Chinatown.” 

Chow said that Wang and other 
people in Chinatown do not give 
information to the reporters 
while they，at the same timne，ex- 
pect reporters to report the facts. 
“What makes me bitter about 让 
all is theyre the ones who have 
the keys to the bank vault，and 
they complain that we don'tmake 
an _ attempt to open the bank 
vaujlt. It"s like you get slapped one 
way and stabbed the other. Why 
should I feel repentant about not 
carrying off my responsibijlity as

a_ journalist adequately，when 工 
know that my hands are tied and 
my mouth 1s gagged and every 
door is closed to me? Why should 
I feel repentant for failing to live 
up to my responsibility, especially 
when the accuser js -the Person 
who's my main obstacle? That, to 
me is the whole problem of trying 
to get something in Chinatown.” 
Wang responded when inter- 
viewed about the charges that 
Chow had raised against him: “ 工 
am very，very Surprised that he 
[Chow] thinks Im difficult. 工 dare 
him to bring me one reporter who 
says T am being difficult- -one re- 
Porter in the Bay Area，whether 
he be Chinese or non-Chinese or 
black. . . .I am the one in China- 
town who is always calling on the 
newspapers, TV and radio, ipform- 
ing them about certain events and 
demanding that they dover it 
Wang explained his interest imn 
using the media to dispel Public 
Prejudice _ against the Chinese.“I 
probably hold more Press confer- 
ences in Chinatown than anybody， 
partly because I feel very strongly 
that the Chinese community is 
not being understood by the pub- 
lic, and a lot of prejudice and dis- 
crimination against the Chinese 
occur largely because of public 
ijgnorance about the Chinese peo- 
ple. And things like these two ex- 
amples I have cited you [news- 
paper clippings Previously men- 
tioned] are going to add more 
ignorance and public prejudice 
about the Chinese，and，unless we- 
start asserting Ourselves and speak 
out on these issues that we know 
best，L think we will be at a tre- 
disadvantage.” Again， 
Wang emphasized hat reporting 
of Chinese affairs by Chinese re- 
Porters who understand how the 
Chinese People feel is important.

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While the media can piove to be 
advantageous to the Chinese 下 
used Properly and responsibly; the 
Chinese people are often skeptical 
of and uncooperative with the 
media. Wang saidq that the white 
media are hostile toward the Chi- 
nese and therefore do not serve 
the interests of the community. 
Also，he explained that a lot of 
Chinese are unfamiliar with both 
the workings of the media and 
with what goes on outside of 
Chinatown. This fear of the un- 
familiar not only limits the Chi- 
nese people's understanding of the 
things outside Chinatown,but also 
adds to the ignorance and preju- 
dice of white people who know 
nothing of Chinese people, except 
perhaps what they read in sensa- 
tional news articles about exploi- 
tation， crimnes and violence 让 
Chinatown。 

The media can be _ effectively 
used to educate both the Chinese 
and the whites about each other”s 
culture。 Programs on Chinese his- 
tory, art and culture can help the 
white community to better under- 
stand the Chinese, while programs 
on English can teach the Chinese 
to _ have a _ better command of the 
English language. The- Chinese 
Media Committee，with the help

of many comrmunity volunteers，， 
was primarily responsible for the 
Practical English series now aired 
daily between 6:30 and 7 a.m.on 
KPIX-TV. The Chinese Media ， 
Committee is also prormoting vari- 
ous other shows which would ， 
hopefully help to alleviate the 
ignorance and communication bar- ， 
riers _ between Chinese and non- 
Chinese.

tion of white people against the ， 
Chinese. 
Station managers and newspaper 
editors should begin to recognize 
the inadequacies of white report- ， 
ing of minority affairs。 Hirimng 
Practices should include an inter 
est in minorities who understand ， 
and are _ involved with their own 
community、The media can be a 
powerful vehicle for promoting ， 
understanding among People，yet ， 
it can also be equally effective in 
creating discord among people. 开 ， 
the _ media people feel some re- 
sponsibility to report accurate and ， 
unbiased news to the public, then 于 
television and newspapers should ， 
begin to reflect this responsibility.，
